Speaking in the House of Lords, he said “there was 
little pretence at negotiation” and added it was “more probable” the Czechs 
capitulated to Chancellor Hitler “in o:der to save their people from the hor- 

rors of a swift and destructive aerial bombardment.”

Crews and machinery at the 
Canadian government elevator in 
Calder are working at top speed. 
leading 1,135,000 bushels of No. 1 
and No, 2 Nerthern wheat for im- 
mediate shipment to Vancouver, 
on order of the Canadian Wheat 
Board. 

This huge shipment, which is ex- 
pected to fill some 700 cars, requir- 
ing about 18 trains, must all be in 
Vancouver by the end of March, 
and it is believed that it has already 
been sold by the Wheat Board for 
export, 

This is the first large shipment 
since last harvest to go out of Ed- 
monton, and the elevator, which has 
storage space for 2,350,000 bushels, 
has been taxed to capacity all win- 
ter, at times carrying 50,000 bushe!s 
more than capacity, 

The shipment follewed an eoter 
from the Wheat Board that all 
wheat in the four top grades ‘n 
the six-cent and higher freight 
differential areas be sent to Fa- 
cific coast elevators. 

The shipment is making room for 
1,500,000 bushels of No. 1 cw. and 
No. 2 ¢.w. garnet wheat which is 
now coming in from points in the 
agricultural area tributary to Ed- 
monton. 

At Calgary, the government ele- 
vator is loading 500,000 bushels of 
No. 1 wheat for shipment to Vau- 
couver.

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CANADA READ 
TO JOIN ISSUES

OTTAWA, March 20.—If there 
was prospect of an agzressor 
launching an attack on Britain, “I 
have no doubt what the decision 
of the Canadian people and par- 
Hament would be,” Prime Min- 
ister Mackenzie King told the 
House of Commons today. 

“We would regard it as an act of 
aggression menacing freedom in all 
parts of the British commonwealth,” 
the Prime Minister declared in the 
course of a statement on foreign 
affairs. 

“If it were a case, on the other 
hand, of a dispute over trade or 
prestige in some far corner of the 
world, that would raise quite a dif- 
ferent consideration,” Mr. Macken- 
zie King added. 

No statement of “the policy the 
United Kingdom had in mind” had 
yet been received from London. 

Referring to the wanton and 
forceful” occupation by Germany 
of the remaining part of Cszecho- 
Slovakia, the Prime Minister said 
he was in agreement with Prime

The biggest news in government 
circles today was the report the 
British cabinet was considering the 
plight of the Balkans which lie 
directly in the path of the German

As if to guard her rich oil and 
wheat lands pending some seitie- 
ment that would not obliterate her 
independence, Rumania heid at 
least 500,000 men, called from a 
dozen army classes, at her frontiers 


DEFENCE BACKBONE 

There was no general mobiliza- 
tion though, nor were any of the 
classes called in full. The standing 
army formed the backbone of the 
defences. Authorities said enough 
soldiers were at their posts to pre- 
vent a surprise from any quarter. 

Much of the Rumanian strength 
was concentrated along the south- 
ern border of Carpatho-Ukraine, 
now part of the kingdom of Hun- 
gary. This was the part of Czecho- 
Slovakia Hungary took in the 
breakup of the republic last week; 
Germany got the rest. 

Rumania and Czecho-Slovakia, 
with Yugoslavia, were partners ir 
the little entente and were bound 
by non-aggression treaties. Now, 
along with Carpatho-Ukraine bord- 
er Rumania must reckon with 
Hungary, which has extensive ter- 
ritorial claims against the Buchar- 
est government.

With foreign observers speculat- 
ing on whether Germany is head- 
ing toward the Soviet Ukraine, the 
Russian defense commissar declared 
that the red army's great war plarie 
fleet could carry 6,000 tons of bombs 
in one mass flight and that it 's 
ready “at any moment” to fight an 
invasion, 


Voroshilov did not refer to Ger- 
many nor did he give specific fig- 
ures on the man-power of the red 
army but he said its size and 
strength was doubled since 1931, 
which compared with the last 
published figures in 1935 of 1,300,- 
000 men. 

In view of the armament race 
everywhere, he said, the red army 
had been compelled to abandon its 
former organization by territories 
and become entirely a professional- 
ly-officered organization, trained in 
“the spirit of internationalism.” 

His announcement apparently 
meant that such seperate divisions 
as the far eastern army—which was 
an autonomous fighting force—had 
been brought under a high com- 
mand. : 

He addressed the congress as the 
German army charged through 
Czechoslovakia in its “drive to the 
east,” the goal of which is the rich 
Soviet Ukraine. 

Nazi domination of the three 
western Czecho-Slovak provinces 
would bring the German army to 
within 200 miles of the Ukraine, 
and if it dominated Ruthenia, the 
eastern province, which Hungar- 
fan troops occupied today, the 
Nazi spearhead would have reach- 
ed within 90 miles of the Soviet 
Ukraine, 

Voroshiloy said the Soviet Un- 
ion has a “wel] known belt of for- 
tified areas along its frontiers,’ and 
that it was “ready at any moment 
to jump into a fight against any 
enemy who presumes to violate the 
sacred land of Soviet states.”

The New Adventure 


There were no cheers for Hitler when 
he made his triumphal entry into the 
Czech capital. While church bells tolled, 
Surrounded by armored cars packed with 
picked guards, he took quarters—and per- 
haps refuge—in Hradcany castle, spent a 
day within its solid walls, and departed 
under the same protective escort to sur- 
vey the progress of his motorized army of 
invasion. 

A year ago the Fuehrer was acclaimed 
in Vienna as a deliverer. He came to 
Prague as the conqueror of an alien peo- 
ple, too weak to resist but too proud to 
pretend submission. 

This event marks a turning point in 
Hitler's career. Hitherto he has posed as 
the protector and rescuer of German min- 
orities living in other countries. It was in 
that capacity he seized the Rhineland, an- 
nexed Austria, and occupied the Sudeten 
area. But in taking forcible possession of 
Bohemia, Moravia and Slovakia he has 
seized territory that was not part of pre- 
war Germany, and is inhabited by people 
who are not Aryans. 

There is no mistaking the relations be- 
tween the Fuehrer and his new Czech 
subjects, and can be no doubt as to how 
he will rule them. They will be governed 
as a subject people, not as kinsmen. 

Nor is there any mistaking the sig- 
nificance of this change of policy. It is 
no longer Hitler the champion of German 
minorities who has to be dealt with; but 
Hitler the conqueror of non-German 
nations too weak to resist him. He has 
openly taken the road with Mussolini and 
the Japanese war-lords, as an internation- 
al free-booter. 


Help For a Good Cause 


The provincial legislature has given its 
approval to the proposal that the old age 
pension system be revised so as to make 
pensions at the rate of one dollar per day 
payable to all needy persons who are be- 
yond sixty years of age. 

The approval evidently would have 
been unanimous had not a clause been in- 
cluded in the resolution asking parliament 
to provide the necessary additional funds 
by issuing new money. The Liberal group 
sought to have this clause deleted, with- 
out success, and presumably opposed the 
resolution only because it was included. 
That the members were divided does not 
in these circumstances seriously weaken 
the backing given to the proposal or the 
Significance attaching to its endorsation. 

The clause objected to was not essen- 
tial to the purpose in view, and the divi- 
sion cannot be held to reflect divided opin- 
jon as to the advisability of lowering the 
age requirement and raising the amount 
of the pension. That—and not how the 
needed funds should be secured—is the 
vital part of the resolution, and on this 
the attitude of the legislature reflects the 
opinion of a large and growing proportion 
of the people of the province—probably 
of a large and growing proportion of the 
people of the Dominion. 

There has been no indication that par- 
liament will revise the pension scheme in 
the direction suggested, at the present ses- 
sion. But the action of the legislature 
adds weight to the popular demand for 
this reasonable measure of security, 
which would also operate to deflate the 
relief problem as new pensioners retired 
and left jobs for younger and unemployed 
persons. 


The Question To Be Answered 


A point that should be noted is that 
Prime Minister Chamberlain on Friday 
did not appeal to the Dominions to com- 
mit themselves to fight “Britain's wars”. 
He proposed that they—and other nations 
whose people value the right of self-goy- 
ernment—should consider for themselves 
what bearing the course of events in 
Europe—and elsewhere—have on their 


_ own security. 


Britain, he said, could not be unmind- 
ful of the events in south-eastern Europe, 
but he did not say Britain would fight, nor 
did he ask the Dominions if they would 
fight, to stop Hitler's “march to the east.” 
The farthest he went was to propose con- 
Sultation by all non-aggressive govern- 
ments as to the point at which aggression 
would require concerted action. 

It was the security of the British 
nations Mr, Chamberlain was thinking 
and talking about primarily, and the im- 
plied peril to their own safety was the 
ground of his appeal to the Dominion gov- 
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ernments. What Canadians and their 
parliament have to consider is not whether 
they are willing to fight to save Rumania 
from the fate of Czechoslovakia, but 
whether in their own interests they should 
not view with apprehension the destruc- 
tion of country after country and the ac- 
cretion of power gained by the Fuehrer 
with every step in his march of conquest. 

There is no evading the sinister fact 
that Herr Hitler and his allies have de- 
liberately embarked on a program of in- 
definite te ritorial expansion by force. 
How far the Dominions, and all other self- 
governing nations, can afford to let the 
aggressors go on their hitherto successful 
way is the question Canadians and others 
must ask themselves. 


Canadians Should Note 


If Canadians have any capacity for 
gratitude, as they read the news from 
Czechoslovakia they must thank God from 
the depths of their being that they are not 
living in Mittel Europa. 

Six months ago that was an independ- 
ent country, larger in population than this 
Dominion, with a parliamentary system of 
government, under which its people made 
their own laws, shaped their own insti- 
tutions, preserved their traditions and 
followed their ideals—as do the people of 
Canada. Even a week ago, though re- 
duced in area and population and subject 
to Nazi interference, it still had the name 
and the semblance of political freedom. 
Now it has passed from the list of nations, 
and its people will be the ruled, not the 
rulers of themselves. 

How was the destruction of this nation 
brought about? The answer is plain. It 
was split, and eventually wrecked, by 
propaganda, admirably designed to set 
race against race within the country, 
spread by radio, newspaper, pamphlet and 
agent, inspired and backed by all the re- 
sources of threat and intimidation of 
Goebbels and his associates. It was not 
destroyed by war, though that was 
threatened, but by the cheaper and more 
insidious agency of racial antagonism, 
fostered from abroad. Had its people 
stood together, their country might still 
live. They made themselves parties to its 
fate by listening to the emissaries of dis- 
integration. 

So, while they give thanks that they 
live in Canada, the people of this Domin- 
ion may also take warning from the fate 
of Czechoslovakia that whoever preaches 
disruption here is an enemy of all that 
self-government means to us. 


Senator Meighen, who never credits 
an opponent with a good motive if he 
can think of a bad one, says the youth 
training plan is only a scheme for carry- 
ing on “political education of a very skill- 
ful kind”. Since the training plan is being 
carried on in co-operation with several 
Liberal provincial governments, the <Ac- 
tion National government in Quebec, and 
the Social Credit government in Alberta, 
the Senator should tell us which particu- 
lar “kind” of political education he thinks 
is being imparted to the youth of the land.

After Twenty Years 

Just twenty years ago, Rt. Hon. A. J. Balfour, 
then Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs in 
the Lloyd George cabinet, spoke in Paris and 
warned the world that a League of Nations 
could never operate with the success that would 
be expected of it unless the United States be- 
came a member. 

We are near enough to the early post-war 
years to put a special value on that warning 
of one of Britain's most brilliant statesmen. To 
try to get the people of the United States to 
heed it, Woodrow Wilson waged a valiant but 
losing fight. The presidential campaign of 1920 
as we now can interpret it—was based on a 
policy which, if it had been adopted, might have 
changed the whole course of the world’s history. 
The signs of the fasces and the swastika would 
not now be the symbols of operative medieval- 
ism if the war-time President of the neighboring 
republic had captured the 66th Congress.

We find our neighbor on the south of us 
undergoing a quickening realization of the 
significance of all the signs and portents and 
the part it will be required to play to defend 
those principles for whose preservation Wood- 
row Wilson pleaded so eloquently in his memor- 
able campaign of 1920. It is true the foreign 
policy of the United States still is largely 
dictated by a mixture of vague beliefs and 
definite political exigencies; but in the last 
analysis, if the battle between might and right 
has to be joined, that branch of the English- 
speaking family will not hesitate to take its part 
in consolidating the forces of liberty and justice. 
—Victoria Times. 


Modern Rustling 

How evep the traditional and notorious 
activity of cattle rustling, the pastime which 
caused officials, police and early ranchers of 
Muthern Alberta go much grief, has been 
“streamlined” and modernized is recounted by 
the Lethbridge Herald, the newspaper published 
in the heart of the southern ranching country. 

In the good old days of the wild and woolly 
west cattle rustling had something of glamour 
about it, the Herald recalls. It smacked of 
romance, and the master cattle thief of the 
frontier days still dispenses thrills as he rides 
recklessly across the silver screen. 

It was an adventuresome pastime but not a 
healthy one for those horse and cattle thieves 
in the old days. They were dealt with speedily 
and with little mercy. 

But the romance has all gone from the cat- 
tle rustling game. Modern efficiency has 
changed it all and today the cattle rustler rides 
the cattle country in high-powered trucks 
rigged with block and tackle for the speedy 
handling of cattle butchered on the spot. The 
whole idea is to slaughter and butcher the 
animal and speed away to dispose of the meat 
before the steer is missed. 

Cases of this modern type of. rustling are 
by no means limited to the Lethbridge country 
in this province. Many such cases have been 
recounted, with variations in procedure, in the 
Calgary courthouse and before court officials 
in many Alberta towns and villages. 

Farther south, in the state of Idaho, it is 
estimated that such marauding and thieving 
cost the state’s cattlemen a quarter of a mil- 
lion dollars a year. The Idaho state govern- 
ment is at present exploring ways and means 
of stamping out this range racket. Alberta 
ranchers will watch with interest the progress 
of Idaho's efforts to curb the modern rustlers. 
—Calgary Albertan. 


After a Week of Hansard 

Often we wonder how many critics of par- 
liament take the trouble to read Hansard. Be- 
cause we think if more people were to read 
Hansard they would be less critical of parlia- 
ment, or at least more fair and more tempered 
in their criticism. No other publication in this 
country contains more solid, worth-while in- 
formation, more of informed comment on all the 
multiplicity of issues and problems which con- 
front the country. 

Once a veteran Canadian journalist said to 
us that the most profitable year of his life—the 
year which had taught him most about Canada 
and Canada’s problems—was the year that he 
had spent as a member of the Parliamentary 
Press Gallery. 

The remark was understandable. To the 
desk of The Journal every day come the editorial 
pages of some two dozen or more leading Cana- 
dian newspapers; innumerable leaflets and 
pamphlets; letters and propaganda from this 
quarter and that proposing plans and policies 
for various problems. None of them, we think, 
can be compared to Hansard; compared to it in 
the solid information and general good quality 
of comment upon a wide variety of questions. 

The average Canadian M.P. may not be a 
great statesman. What is true, though, is that as 
a rule he is a man who knows a great deal about 
some particular aspect of life in Canada; perhaps 
about some particular industry, or about 
merchandising—about fisheries, or mines, or 
lumbering, or agriculture. As a result, his opin- 
ions on the particular subject of which he has 
practical knowledge is often extremely valuable, 
It is certainly more valuable than the carping 
and sometimes ignorant criticism with which so 
many people assail parliament. 

One quality of Hansard, however, must 
strike its readers as a pity. It is in what it 
reveals of the propensity of the various parties 
in parliament to impute wrong motives to one 
another; to make suspicion the basis of attacks 
upon each other; to constantly indulge in in- 
sinuations of dishonesty. Parliament is quick 
to resent imputations of dishonesty against it 
when they come from outsiders. Yet it con- 
stantly provides ammunition, and certainly a 
measure of justification for its critics, by its own 
methods of controversy. People hear the mem- 
bers of one party representing the members of 
another party, and vice versa, as a band of 
ruffians and rogues, and by sheer dint of hear- 
ing it (for the thing has been going on for a 
long time) they get to believe it and to repeat it. 
Indeed, a great deal of the senseless attack on 
politicians that one hears in these days outside 
of parliament is largely repetition of what the 
politicians themselves are constantly saying in 
parliament.—Ottawa Journal.

The famous Leipzic Fair had its 1989 open- 
ing last week, exhibiting many branches of Ger- 
man industrial production. Buyers from Europe 
were there. More than 5,000 machines, mostly 
of new ie and working at top speed, re- 
vealed the intensity with which Nazi Germany 

is attacking the problem of 
WANTS GERMANY increasing its industrial 
MADE TEETOTAL production. Hitler's warn- 

ing still rings in German 
ears, “We must export or die.” 

The venomous Goebbels, Minister for Pro- 
pagenda opened the Fair and assailed the dem- 
ocracies, who, he said, “possess everything ne- 
cessary for self-sufficiency, while Germany must 
export, and can only import as much as she ex- 
ports, as long as she lives.” 

He ignored the fact that Germany has al- 
ways been in that position, even when the typical 
German was pictured as revelling in good food, 
beer and tobacco, Guns have been preferred to 
bread for the masses by the Nazi rulers, Dr. 
Robert Ley, Labor Front leader, speaking at 
Frankfort on the day before the opening of the 
Leipzic Fair, announced “abstention from al- 
cohol and tobacco by the whole German people 
is the wish and will of our Fuehrer.” Nazi rule 
has wiped out the old picture of the easy-living, 
comfort-loving German. 
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Outstanding developments in machinery 
shown at. the Leipzic Fair show greater degree 
of precision, the replacement of imported metals 
like copper, nickel, tin and their alloys, with 
light metals such as aluminum, magnesium, cop- 
per-plated iron and exceeding hard plastics. 

With heightened degree of 
FEATURES OF precision in gear-cutting and 
LEIPZIC FAIR control of friction, the world’s 

fastest motor drive was shown 
by the Krupp Works. It attains 100,000 revolu- 
tions a minute. Try and imagine 1,667 revolu- 
tions in a second. 

A new synthetic rubber, “Guttasyn”, was 
shown. It costs twice as much as rubber but is 
mnany times as durable, being proof against acids, 
alkalis and oil corrosion. Synthetic moth-proof 
fabrics, destined to replace cotton and linen, 
Proof against acids and alkalis were shown. In 
these and a score of other mechanical and tech- 
nological advances commercial Germany makes 
its contributions to advancement. 
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Reference to rubber recalls ‘that it is just a 
hundred years since Charles Goodyear cooked his 
first sticky, smelly mess of rubber and sulphur 
on the kitchen stove and thereby inaugurated 
the present age of rubber. By cooking it with 
sulphur he found the rubber underwent a change 
(vulcanised we now call it), 
whereby it stopped being a 
gooey mess in summer and as 
hard as a rock in winter. 

Today there are 32,000 uses for rubber. Wat- 
erproof, elastic and a nonconductor of electricity, 
a host of new rubber substances have been syn- 
theticised from such unlikely bases as coke, lime- 
stone and salt. 

You can fry eggs and boil coffee on some of 
these new rubbers, without harming them. Some 
are harder and more wear-resistant than steel. 
An industry that started with pencil erasers and 
doormats, spread to goloshes and raincoats, is 
now making paving blocks, engine mountings 
and silent stern bearings for the propellor shafts 
of yachts. Rubber chemists are now talking 
about rubber houses, rubber furniture to re- 
semble wood, and rubber pavements for city 
streets. 

Synthetic “rubbers” cost four and five times 
that of crude plantation rubber, but they are 
worth it. In many things the retort of the 
chemist produces a better synthetic article than 
Nature's original.

Inconsistent 

Editor, Bulletin: Much is being 
said editorially and by correspond- 
ents concerning the wheat bonus. 
Certain opinion, particularly East, is 
opposed to it on the grounds that 
it imposes an unfair burden of taxa- 
tion in that quarter. This conten- 
tion is countered by other opinions 
mostly western, that the bonus js a 
two-fold benefit inasmuch as it en- 
courages the farmer and increases 
the prosperity of the East by addi- 
tional western purchases from in- 
dustry in the East. There seems to 
be something inconsistent in all 
this because actually it doesn't in- 
crease the national wealth by giv- 
ing something and then taking it 
away again. It is obvious that it is 
mainly a shaking down process as 
in other words taking from one to 
give to another. In fact most all 
present day ideas add up to that 
and although there may be some 
justice achieved, what this country 
needs is an idea that will give to the 
needy without taking it from any- 
one. To most of us that seems im- 
possible and any proposition yet 
suggested fails to reach that point. 
Inflation has its dangers but I think 
a measure of it is necessary and 
would equalize the spread in the 
best possible way. Suppose one has 
two-thirds of a cup of tea, by add- 
ing some water the cup is filled 
but the tea is made weaker, The 
point is how strong was the origina! 
quantity of tea, sometimes tea is 
too strong and needs diluting. I 
rather believe our volume of cur- 
tency is too dense, probably not in 
terms of international ratios, but in 
terms of national usage. I believe 
the safest way to inflate would be 
to issue sufficient debt-free money 
to pay the wheat subsidy. The 
main thing as I see it is to take the 
necessary stens to safeguard a col- 
lapse of the farming industry. We 
have waited a long time for al 
world war or something to restore 
fair prices but the way things are 
going, Germany can take what she 
wants without resistance, likewise 
Italy and Japan, sq the probability 
of war restoring farm produce 
prices is very remote, therefore we 
will have to do something about it 
ourselves. The illustration of the 
tea is worth thinking about because 
generally speaking throughout Can- 
ada those who have tea are well 
able to endure it to be weakened 
a mite so that those who have none 
may be privileged to at least have 
a taste. There is also a further 
evidence of inconsistency in this 


money situation, illustrated by 
Germany, during these past few 
years, 


Germany was supposed to be 
broke and reduced to poverty as a 
result of the last war but she has 
mustered a fairly presentable fight- 
ing machine, out of the thin air, so 
it seems, while we Canadians have 
been going around in a stupor and 
asking ourselves where is the money 
to come from.

Today is the anniversary of the 
day when E. P. Tache, the great 
French-Canadian Father of Con- 
federation, the chairman of the 
Quebee conference, made his his- 
toric declaration that the last gun 
in favor of the British connection in 
North America would be fired by 
a French-Canadian. There was 192 
doubt as to either his loyalty to the 
British crown or as to his belief, 
even within five years of the grant- 
ing of the first steps in responsible 
government, that it was Canada's 
Cuty to bear at Jeast a part of the 
cost of her own defence. 


In that regard he resembled his . 


great successor, George E. Cartier, 
who introduced the first militia 
bills of the province of Cantda and 
of the Dominion. He also was loyal 
alike to Canada and to Britain. It 
may not, at the moment, be un- 
timely to quote just a few words 
uttered by George E. Cartier, the 
rebe] of 1837, the baronet of 1868: 

Some have said that the fidelity 
and courage of the Canadians are 
the best ramparts that Her Majes- 
ty can have for the defence of the 
country, I readily admit that there 
is none better, but they are not 
sufficient. They should be able to 
rely upon powerful works when it 
is a question of defending their 
national territory. Fortifications 
are useful to a country like ours.” 

And again: : 

“A country can never think of 
becoming great if it is not in a 
State to resist those enemies who 
threaten its existence.” 

He met with strong opposition 
when he carried his militia bill 
through the house of commons, just 
as Laurier did with his naval bill 
in 1910, and the present government 
is having with its defence propos. 
als, but Cartier was able to declare: 

“The measures which {t was 
necessary to adopt for the militia 
and fortifications were unpopular. 
I undertook to conquer these pre- 
judices and I am proud to say that 
my efforts have been crowned with 
success.”

TORONTO, March 20.— After 
six months of controversy over 
Bren machine guns and their 
manufectere by John Inglis Com- | 
Peny, Limited, some 40 members 
of pariiament Saterday made an 
official inspection of the plant. 

They were members of the pub- 
lle accounts committee of the House | 
of Commons, specially charged with 
an investigation of the Inglis Com- | 
pany's contract to produce 7,000 of 
the light automatic rifles for the | 
Department of National Defence. 

They did not see guns being made 
but they saw the place where they | 
will be made, a huge, well-lighted 
new shop, erected at a cost of $80,- 
000 by the company and separate 
from the older buildings of the con- 
cern in which production of mining 
machinery, pumps, boilers and other 
metal products is carried on. 


HEARD DETAILS 

From technica] officers they | 
heard details of the gun's manufac- 
ture in which 101 pounds of stee! is 
whittled down by delicate machin. | 
ing processes to a gun which weighs | 
18 pounds, | 

In the process, upwards of 2,500 
separate machining operations are 
involved and the finished gun is 
capable of firing standard army am- 
munition at the rate of 450 to 500 
rounds 8 minute. 


TWO BARRELS 


As Lieut, M. Jolley, ordnance of- 
ficer from the department of na- 


tional defence, explained it, this 
means an operating fire of 210 
rounds a minute, allowing for 
changes in barrels. Each gun is 


equipped with two barrels and when 
one becomes heated the operator by 
a simple twist of his arm removes 
it and attaches the other barrel. 

Major James E. Hahn, president 
of the company, explained tne old 
part of the plant was exactly as it 
was when he purchased it from the 
trustee for the former Inglis com- 
pany. The machinery was the same 
In it upwards of $150,000 worth of 
commercial business had been 
handled since the plant was re-op- 
ened in April last year.

They ate 
tempted to release their accumulat- 
ed rancor by exaggerating small 
grievances and by exaggerating 
their own suffering. The reading 
public absorbs such ‘revelations’ | 
with extreme gullibility and gives 
no ear to the official replies 

“A book such as Macartney’s 
‘Walls Have Mouths’ did immeasur- 
able harm. It was wholly unfair | 
to those who strive, whether in of- | 
ficial or unofficial capacities, to im-| 
wove our penal methods.” 

Mr. Macartney brought action 
against the Telegraph declaring that | 
the article meant that he had wrii-/|
